FIELD AND BACKGROUND OF THE INVENTION 
The present invention relates to a smart antenna method and apparatus and, 
more particularly, but not exclusively to the use of polarization as an additional 
parameter for determining the angle of arrival of impinging electromagnetic radiation. 

10 Vector sensors enable estimation of the angle of arrival and polarization of 

impinging electromagnetic waves with arbitrary polarization. In the last decade, many 
array processing techniques for source localization and polarization estimation using 
vector sensors have been developed. A. Nehorai and E. Paldi, "Vector-sensor array 
processing for electromagnetic source localization," IEEE Trans, on Signal

cross-product direction-of-arrival (DOA) estimator. Polarimetric modeling using 
vector sensors is performed in B. Hochwald and A Nehorai, "Polarimetric modeling 
and parameter estimation with application to remote sensing" IEEE Trans.
